The weather conditions of the 
week did not vary materially from those 
of the preceding one. The temperature 
was generally above the normal, and de- 
spite the daily thunder sbo 
amount of sunshine was very 
average. As was the case last week, the 
rainfall was very unevenly distributed 
It came mainly in the form of local show- 
ers, which were most freqaent in the 
Western half of the state, though all sec- 
tions except a few isolated districts re- 
ceived an amount equal to or slightly in 
excess of the average. In some in- 
stances these storms were accompanied 
by violent winds and hail from which 
damage resulted, especially in Hancock 
and Monroe counties, the correspondents 
in which report that crops in 
were seriously injured. Taking the state 
as a whole, however, the conditions may 
be regarded as highly favorable, and all 
species of vegetation have advanced very 
rapidly during the week. 

By far the larger part of the coin crop 
is in the ground, only a few fields in the 
lowlands remaining unplanted. There 
is a general complaint of damage to 
young corn from cutworms. Last week 
their presence was confined mainly to 
the Southern counties, but since then 
they appear to have spread throughout 
the entire state. In many'sectione the 
damage to corn has been so great as to 
necessitate replanting, 
trouble, the outlook for the crop is most 
favorable 

so far as to permit of their being worked 
over. 

Wheat looks exceptionally fine and the 
outlook for a good crop is excellent. 
The only complaint is that the growth is 
somewhat too rank. In the Southern 
and Western sections it is heading very 
nicely. 

The fine appearance of grasses of all 
kinds indicates an unusually large hay 
crop. Clover is not doing well and will 
not probably recover from the effects of 
unfavorable weather conditions earlier 
in the season. The outlook for oats is 
not promising, except for that portion 
planted very late. 

The reports regarding tobacco are 
somewhat conflicting, but it is believed 
that the average condition of the plants 
is good. There is considerable complaint 
that they are undersized and that in con- 
will be 

delayed; also of injury to insects. Some 
setting has been done during the week. 
The ground is in good condition for the 
work, owing to the recent rains. 
Garden truck is growing finely, with 
le exception of potatoes, which are 
somewhat backward. 

Strawberries are in full bloom and are 
ripening In* the Southern sections.

Ci.EVFLaND, tt, May 17.— The Mcood 
day of the great joint coal conference 
opened with two meetings b*hiad 
I closed doors. The miners held a cod- 
I sultation together and so did the oper- 
I ators. Then the two bodies held a 
I Joint meeting- and appointed commit- 
tees for a joint conference. 

In answer to the proposition of the 
operators for a scale of sixty-five cents 
for Penney Wan ia and fifty-six cents for 
Ohio, President John McBride pre- 
sented the proposition of the miners, 
which was the scale of last year— sev- 
enty-nine cents for Pennsylvania, and 
all other sections to be adjusted on that 
basis. 

This would make the Ohio rnte seven- 
ty cents. The conferees from the 
operators were not authorized to ac- 
cept this proposition, nor the miners 
to hear to the operators' rates. After 
several hours of fruitless discussion the 
committee adjourned to meet ag-ain 
Thu rsday morning - before the joint con- 
vention shall assemble. 

The operators had o meeting Wednes- 
day night to hear the report of their 
conferees snd consider the situation. 
While some of the operators express 
the hope that a settlement of the dif- 
ferences with the miners can be af- 
fected, the tras state of affairs Is that 
the two sides of the question are just 
as fsr apart as thsy were two days ago. 

Secretary Patrick MeBryde informed 
the United Press reporter that, incredi- 
ble as it might seem, there were many 
of the operators who did not really de- 
sirs a settlement at present 

"Why," said he. "it is a positive fact 
thst the Pennsylvania river operators 
have between 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 
bushels of coal in transit between Pitts- 
burgh and Cincinnati, or in barges tied 
up against the river banks Do you 
think they will break their necks try- 
ing to get the mines opened before that 
coal is marketed, with prices climbing 
skyward every day? It is not human 
nature that they should." 

A prominent operator stared candid- 
ly to the correspondent that, as far 
•a he was concerned, he was 
no hurry for a settlement 
was asked if the iron interests were 
not demanding a settlement, and 
stated that they were not. but thst 
maay of tbe iron manufacturers 
corned ths pretext for shutting down 
their works In the present state of the 
iron trscle. 



POOR BLOCKS 

ftedneed to Ashes' tn Mew Verb -Fifty 
Horses Homed to Death. 

New Yonic, May 17.— The Empire 
City Coliseum and Washington park, 
better known as Jones' woods, was 
totally destroyed by fire at 4 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. Beside it lie the 
ruins of one of the largest stone works 
in tbe city, about 15 stables and twice 
as many shanties, snd among the ashes 
are the charred skeletons of fifty 
horses During the conflagration the 
screams of the unfortunate animals at 
the flames enveloped them, aroused 
the whole neighborhood. The flamef 
spread to the t tables f>o quickly that it 
was impossible to liberate the horses, 
and they perished in their stalls. 

The ruins extend over four blocks 
A strong wind blew the flames from 
Washington park, on Sixty-ninth street, 
northward to Seventy-first street and 
southward to Sixty-seventh street, 
and half an hour after the 
first spark had been seen the 
whole space between Avenue A 
and the East river within the boun- 
dary of these streets, was a sea 
of flames. Engine 30, at work 
on Sixty-ninth street, was caught in 
the avalanche of fire and had to be 
abandoned. The engine horses were 
barely saved, as the fire spread sc 
rapidly that the firemen were compelled 
to run for their lives. 

The fire only l>egan to abate under 
the streams of water throw n from fif- 
teen engines The police estimate. 1 the 
loss at 1231,000, of which 1131,000 was 
done to property outside the purk.
